(November 1988) that the cheques will be cancelled and the result will be reflected in the accounts for the year 
1988-89. 

(Hi) Non-encashment of matured Investments 

Investments to the tune of Rs, 1.38 lakhs (face value : Rs, 1 -42 lakhs) made in the Government Securities 
(3/o conversion loan 1946-86) matured in 1986. But the University had not encashed and reinvested Uu n in 
higher interest bearing investments. Reasons for non-encashment of the securities were not informed. However, 
the university stated (November 1988) that the matter had been taken up with the bank and the amount was 
expected to be realised soon, 

3. Bank reconciliation 


As on 31 st March 1988, there was a difference of Rs. 319 *83 between the balances as shown in the Cash

As mentioned in para 3 of the Audit Report on the University j'or the year 1986-87 a sun. of Rs, 2 -22 
lakhs was wrongly paid by the bank in the name of the Administrative officer of the University's Medical College 
during 1972 *73. The amount had not been written back by the bank so for (August 1988). The reasons for 
other discrepcneies were yot (August 1988) to be ascertained by the University. The University intin ated 
in November 1988 that the total differences had been reduced to Rs. 124.18 lakhs, 

4, Outstanding Advances 

As on 31st March 1988, advances totalling Rs, 252 *03 lakhs given to various departments of the Univta sity 
to meet their requirements from time to time were awaiting adjustment, Agewise position of the outstai ding was

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Position with regard to some of the old items of advances was as under :— 

(i) During 1968-69, four advances totalling Rs. 5 -98 lakhs made to the University Engineer for procurement 
of cement for use in various construction works of the University had not been cleared in spite of tire fact 
that the works of construction (Medical Oolleg building and building of 480 students hostel of Engineer¬ 
ing College) had been completed long ago, 

fii) During 1971-72 advances totalling Rs. 0 -34 lakh made to the then Head of th: Department of University's 
Physics Department for meeting laboratory running expenses had remained unadjusted. 

(iii) Advances totalling Rs. 0-16 lakh made to the Registrar of the University during 1971-72 for payment 
of T.A. to the members of the Executive Council were yet to be adjusted. 

(iv) An advance of Rs. 0 -68 lakh was paid to the Executive Engineer; Central Division, C.P.W.D., Ghuziabad 
in 1981-82 in connection with the construction of a 10 bedded ward was lying outstanding due to non- 
receipt of the adjustment account, 

The University stated (November 1988) that steps were being taken to adjust the outstanding advances as 
expeditiously as possible. 

(ii) Outstanding against Letters of Credit 

Mention was made in paragraph 5(ii) of the Audit Report for the year 1986-87 regirding outstanding against 
letters of credit. An amount of Rs. 25 -98 lakhs paid towards opening letters of credit for payment against imported 
equipment during 1978-79 to 1986-87 was awaiting adjustment since the University was yet (August 1988) to as¬ 
certain receipt of the ordered equipment from its various academic departments on whose behalf the equipment 
wer v ordered for supply, and obtain adjustment accounts from them. The University stated (November 1988) that 
efforts were made to settle the outstanding amounts. 

5. Grants Utilisation 

As on 31st March 1988, the University had a balance of Rs. 265 T5 lakhs out of the grants received between 
1958-59 to 1987-88 from the UGC and the Government of India for specific purposes (Non recurring Rs. 225 -36 
lakhs and recurring: Rs. 39-79 lakhs) remaining unutilised. On the other hands, the University incurred 
expenditure on some other items to the extent of Rs. 163 -31 (Non recurring: Rs. 68 -85 lakhs and recurring: Rs, 94 -46 
lakhs) in excess of the grants received.

The University stated (September 1988) that in a number of schemes/projects grants were received 
in the end of the financial year 1987-88 and henc^/hugc amount of grants could not be utilised during the year* 

The University added (October 1988) that Rs. 241 -00 lakhs out of unspent amount of grants had since been 
utilised during the current financial year and Rs. 6 *20 lakhs pertaining to balances of II, III and IV plan had been 
refunded. 

The University, however, did not advance the reasons for non-utilisation of grants received in earlier years. 
As regard expenditure in excess of the grants received, it was intimated by the University, that the expenditure was 
incurred on approved schemes in anticipation of grants from the funding agency to ensure smooth working of the 
schemcs/Projects. 

6. Un-disbursed Scholarships 

The Department of Atomic Energy, Indian Council of Medical Research, and the UGC had been sanctioning 
scholarships to the students of the University, Sanction orders stipulated that unpaid amount of scholarships re¬ 
maining unclaimed/undisbursed for mor^ than three years should be refunded to the sanctioning authorities. It 
was, howvjr, noticed that Rs, 5-82 lakhs of scholarship amount which remained unclaimed/undisburscd for more 
than 3 years had been retained by the University and not refunded to the funding agencies. Yearwise break up of 
the undisbursed amount was as below :—

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7. Works activities 

(i) Avoidable expenditure on Construction of ITmul Advia Building—Rs. 2 -25 lakhs 

The University entered into an agreement in January 1981 for conduction of buildings for its Department 
of Ilmul Advia. The contractor while tendering the rates in October 1980 had put a condition for payment on ac¬ 
count of price hike of the materials used in the construction work, due to Government legislati on or Act, 
The University had not acceptd this condition, but if failed to communicate its decision to the contractor while issuing 
letter of acceptance in January 1981. Consequently, the contractor on his claim for payment of bill at enhanced 
rates being rejected by the University at a later date (November 1982) sought for appointment of arbitrator in term 
of clause 25 of the contract agreement. On the ground that the University had not communicated to the contractor 
its decision for not accepting the price escalation directed clause while issuing letter of acceptance in January 1981, 
the arbitrator gave the benefit to the contractor and the University for payment of award to the tune of Rs. 2 -25 
lakhs. ThuSj failure on the part of the University in not communicating the non-acceptance of escalation clause 
to the contractor resulted into avoidable payment of Rs. 2 -25 lakhs to the contractor which was mr de out of MU 
Fund since there was no fund available under development grants and the UGC refused to provide fund for the pur¬ 
pose. 

(li) Inordinate Delay in finalising tenders leading to cost escalation 

The University Grants Commission approved in October 1982 the University’s proposal, sent in March 1982, 
for construction of a building for its Computer Centre at an estimated Cost of Rs. 28 -55 lakhs (Civil Works: Rs. 

13 TO lakhs, electricity; Rs. 3 *95 lakhs, Furniture and work charge contingency: Rs. 4 -00 lakhs and Air conditioning 
Rs. 7 -50 lakhs). Civil Works of the building were to be got done by the Contractor for which the University invited 
tenders in March 1984 after a lapse of one year seven months of obtaining UGC’s approval. Since only one tender 
was received the University went for retendering in July 1984. Tenders were finalised and contract awarded in 
December 1984 with stipulated date of completion in December 1985. Thus the University took about 2 years in 
finalising contract, with the result it had to accept the lowest tender as high as Rs. 20 -55 lakhs against the estimated 
cost of Rs. 13 *10 lakhs as the rates of materials had gone up in the meantime. Further, on finalisation of Contract 
in December 1984 the UGC released (January 1985) grants of Rs. 10 lakhs as first instalment and called for fresh 
revised estimate on the basis of accepted cost of the tender, the University again took two years and submitted 
the revised estimate only in January 1987 for Rs. 44*83 lakhs (Civil Works: 20.55 lakhs, other items and Air Con¬ 
ditioning ; Rs. 24 *28 lakhs). 

By the end of March 1988 the University had spent Rs. 20 -31 lakhs on Civil Works against the tendered cost 
of Rs. 20 -55 lakhs and 20 percent of Civil Works were yet (August 1988) to be completed. Thus, due to delayed 
action the University had to incur aviodable expenditure to the tune of Rs. 7 -45 lakhs. 

The delay in finalising the tender/estimate was attributed (November 1988) to the time taken in preparing 
detailed estimates and detailed working drawings etc., and arriving at a decision on items added to it. 

8. Purchase of defective fans 

The University purchased 1297 Nos. Polar fans (value Rs. 5 -07 lakhs) ltom a Ghaziabad based firm in June 
1985 making 100 percent payment to the firm.Out of the above, 405 fans valuing Rs. 1 -81 lakhs went out of order 
within warranty period of one year.In spite of several reminders the supplier did not turn up to repair or replace 
the fans aud the University had to spend Rs. 0 -50 lakh for getting the fans repaired. Since the University had not 
obtained any security deposit from the supplier it could not take any penal action against the firm. Thus due to 
not taking adequate safeguard. University had to accept defective fans worth Rs. 1 -81 lakhs (recurring liability) 
beside incurring expenditure of Rs. 0 -50 lakh on repair, while the matter was still being pursued with the manufa¬ 
cturer through the Manager, National Small Industries Corporation and Director Small Scale Industries, U.P. 
Kanpur. 

9. Un-authorised Aid to Private Drag Shop. 

In the Medical College campus of the University a drug shop is run since 1985 by a society named “Huwash- 
shafi Society for Patients Welfare” (Society)., the Executive Committee of which consists of certain doctors of Medi¬ 
cal College, with principal of the Medical College as President of the Society and Superintendent of the Medical 
College Hospital as its Honorary Secretary, 

9—479GI/89 
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Although no formal agreement was signed between the University and the said society, the following facilities 
were being enjoyed by the drug shop since 1985:-- 

(i) Two rooms of the Medical College building were occupied by the shop without payment of any rent, 
electricity and water charges. 

(ii) Certain articles of the University were trunslerred to the drug shop at deprieiated value (number of the 
articles and their value not intimated) under orders of the Vice-Chancellor but the value of articles had 
not been recovered by the University so far (August 1988), 

(iii) Service of die five ward Assistants of the Medical College Hospital were used in the Drug shop from 
October 1985 to March 1988. Total salary of Ward Assistants (Rs. 1 ‘25 lakhs) paid by the University 
had not been recovered from the Society so far (September 1988). 

The University stated (November 1988) that the drug shop was established for assisting the hospital in im¬ 
proving the patients care services on round the clock basis and as a mutual response the facilities were extendod to 
it by the University. 

10, Idle equipment 
(i) Computer system 

A VAX-II/780 Computer system imported by the University in July 1980 at a cost of $ 285961 -64 (appro¬ 
ximately Rs. 30 lakhs) was not completely installed (August 1988) reported for want of sufficient space for housing 
components like Digitiser and additional terminals in the existing Computer Centre building and construction of 
new building for the Centre sanctioned in 1980-81 alongwith the computer, was still (August 1988) not complete. 

(il) Mass Aligner MB. 750 

' Mass Aligner MB. 750 imported by the Electronic Engineering Department through an Indian Agent of a 
foreign supplier at a cost of Rs. 9 -46 lakhs in September 1986 for creation of infrastructure in the area of weakness 
in electronics bad not still been installed (August 1988) for want of special type of accommodation. This was also 
mentioned in the Audit Report on the University for the year 1986-87, The University intimated (November 1988) 
that a new laboratory to bouse the equipment had been constructed and steps for installation of the equipment were 
being initiated, 

(iii) Stemex Boiler 

Stem< x Boiler procured in March 1987 from firm at a cost of Rs. 1 '55 lakh for the Institute of Petroleum and 
Chemical Engineering of the University was lying idle (August 1988) as it could not be installed for want of space 
as the building for housing the Institute was yet to be constructed (August 1988). 

(Iy) Tracking scope 

Mention was made in paragraph 9(iii) of the Audit Report on Aligarh Muslim University lor the year 1986-87 
regarding import of defective Tracking Scope valuing Rs. 1 -55 lakhs, by the Electrical Engineering Department of 
tho University in July 1985 for strengthening teaching facilities. The equipment was still lying idle since the supplier 
had not turned up to rectify the fault despite several reminders. 


The University stated (August 1988) that the Indian Agent of the firm had now agreed, to re-export the equip¬ 
ment to the manufacturer for necessary rectification of defects at their cost. 

(v) Atomic Absorption Spectro Meter 

An Atomic Absorption Spectrometer imported m February 1980 by the University's Department of ]Jmu 1 
Advia (A. K. Tibbiya College) at a cost of Rs, l -20 lakhs was lying un-installed (August 1988) even after a lapse of 
about 8 years of its acquisition defeating its intended purposes. 


The University stated (August 1988) that the firm had assured to mstal the machine shortly. 
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8. Institute of Petroleum and Chemical Engineering 

The University’s proposal for the establishment of an Institute of Petroleum Studies and Ciiemioal Engineer¬ 
ing at the Aligprh Muslim University, involving an estimated cost of Rs. 114 -97 lakhs (Non recurring : Rs. Ill -45 
lakhs and recurring : Rs. 3 -52 lakhs), for starting master level courses in general urea of petrol refining, Petro Che- 
micals/Chemical Engineering was agreed to by the UGC in May 1983. The proposal Toy establishment of such an 
institute actually cropped up at the instance of President of UAE who, while visiting the University in January 1975# 
offered a donation of one million U,S. dollars for the purpose, actual donation received from the Government of 
UAE, was 2 lakhs US dollar (March 1975). 

The work of establishing the Institute was initiated on the infrastructure available in the Department of Chemi¬ 
cal Engineering of the University. Between 1983-84 and 1986-87, the UGC released Rs. 47 lakhs for purchase of 
equipment; (Rs. 45 lakhs) and books(Rs. 2 lakhs) which were meant for and used in strengthening the Department 
of Chemical Engineering. 

The main objeci of establishment of the Institute i.e., starting of master level course in general areas of Petrol 
refining, Petro Cheraical/Chemical Engineering being offered by very few academic institutions in India, was yet 
to be achieved (September 1988). The University had, however, started one year Post Graduate Diploma course 
since August 1984, wherein also the seats provided were not getting filled up as indicated below : —

Inability in starting the master level coursos, as intended, was attributed to non-availability of pace. 


The University stated (November 1988) that the response for admission and high drop out after admission 
was due to the fact that their being good job opportunities in the industries for B.Sc. Engineering (chemical) deg¬ 
ree holders, who alone Were qualified fotr admissions in the diploma course, they preferred jobs to this diploma. 
It was further stated that construction of a separate building for the institute had been sanctioned by the University 
Grants Commission. 

12. Research Projects/Sehemes 

(i) Immunity in the Amblash study of Host Parasite interaction of Macromolecular level ‘Principal Investigator 
—Dr. Sohall Ahmad of Department of Miscrobiology. 

The Department of Science and Technology, Government of India (DST) sanctioned the above Project 
for Microbiology Department (J.N. Medical College) of the University in 1979-80 initially for a period of three 
years which was subsequently extended up to 30th June 1983. Between 1979-80 and 1982-83 the University re¬ 
ceived grants totalling Rs. 3.95 lakhs (1979-80): Rs. 2,25 lakhs., 1980-81 : Rs. 0-92 lakh, 1981-82 : Rs. 0*53 
lakh and 1982-83 : Rs. 0-25 lakh) against which the University spent Rs. 3-79 lakhs (permanent equipment : 
Rb.2-47 lakhs, salaries : Rs. 0 *79 lakh, materials and supplies: Rs.0-31 lakh, contingency : Rs. 0 T7 'lakh and 
travel: Rs. 0*05 lakh) leaving a balance of Rs. 0-16 lakh. As per terms and conditions of grant, the assets 
acquired out of the grant were property of the funding agency and the Principal investigator was required to fur¬ 
nish a detailed report to the Government about completion of the project besides refunding un-utilised balanoe of 
the grant. The University had, however taken permanent equipment (value ; Rs. 2 -47 lakhs) procured out of the 
grant received for this research project in University’s Account without obtaining any consent of DST on the plea 
that the DST did not task for this equipment to be returned after , completion of the scheme. The reasons for not 
refunding the unutilised balance of Rs. 0 T6 lakh were, however, not stated. The University was silent on the point 
of wending completion report (August 1988) to the DST as required, 

(U) The behaviour of Annular Footings on Sand. 

The UGC sanctioned in July 1983 the above project for the Civil Eigiajering Djpirtmmt of the Unver- 
sity for a period of 3 years and agreed to render financial assistance as under:— 

I. Non recurring 

Equipment Rs. 0.29 lakh. 
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II, Recurring 

(a) Salary of Technical Assistants—one 

(b) Working Expenses: Rs. 2000 per annum* 

Between 1983-84 and 1985-86 UGC released funds totalling Rs. 0 *46 lakh (1983-84 ; Rs, 0 *31 lakh and 
1985-86 ; Rs, 0*15 lakh) against which the University spent Rs* 0 -43 lakh (non-recurring items; Rs. 0 27 lakh dhtl 
recurring items; Rs* 0 -J6 lakh) till August 1986 when the Principal Investigator abondoned the project and pro¬ 
ceeded abroad for taking up foreign assignment without submitting any report of the work done till then. 
co-investigator had already left the project a year earlier. Expenditure of Rs. 0 *43 lakh incurred on the Project thus% 
proved infructuous. 

The University stated (August 1988) that the Principal Investigator had to leave India in hurry and report 
of the work done on the project would be submitted in due course and UGC would be intimated accordingly.: 

13. Unsold stock of publications 

As on 31st March 1988, the Publication Division of the University was having an unsold stock of 44 685 
books of 330 titles (value ; Rs. 5-48 lakhs) published during 1958-59 to 1986-87, of which 26019 books of 143 iklei 
(43 percent approximately ) valuing Rs. 1 -69 lakhs were printed more than 15 years ago.

14. Agriculture farm 

The University maintained an agricultural farm (area 140 acres) outside the academic curricular and 
attached it with its service department of Land and Gardens which function to maintain gardens, lands, flowers 
and fruit bearing trees in the campus. Although the farm was a revenue earning unit having all facilities of tube 
well, tractors, threshers and a permanent contingent of 16 workers including a qualified supervisors and its func¬ 
tions differed from those of Service departments, its propfrrma accounts had not been maintained, during the 
year 1987-88 a total sum of Rs. 3-76 lakhs was spent (salaries of staff: Rs. 2 *72 lakhs, cultivation charges; Rs. 
Rs* 0 '86 lakh and disccl and repairs of tractor: Rs. 0 IS lakh) whereas revenue receipt on account of sale/auction 
of standing crops/grains was only Rs. 1 -65 lakhs. The farm thus, suffered a loss of Rs. 2 *11 lakhs reasons for which 
were not invest f gated. In its accounts the University reflected a figure of Rs, 3 *47 lakhs representing sale of wheat 
and other produce including receipt of Rs 1.82 lakhs on account of auction of Mango, Guava and other fruit bearing 
trees to cover the actual loss of the farm. 

The University stated (November 1988) that the object of the farm was to maintain possession over (he 
properity and a part of the farm was also utilised for research purpose from which no income was possible, hence 
no proforma account was prepared. 
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15. Physical Verification of books at the University Library 

As per laws of tlic University Library, the physical verification of the books should be conducted In such a 
way that the entire stock of library books is physically verified at least once in five years, Contrary to the above It was 
observed that stock taking of the University was taken up with effect from 1984-85 and till March 1988, physical 
verification of only five out of fifty sections could be conducted. 

A periodical report on the stock taking indicating details and causes of losses was to be submitted to the 
Library Committee for taking final decision, but no = uch reports were sent to the Library Committee. 

As a result of physical verification large number of books were found missing, which were as sunder:—

There were about 80 other libraries in different departments, colleges, Halls and Medical Colleges, but phy¬ 
sical verification in respect of these libraries had never been conducted. The University stated (November 1988) 
that physical verification of books was in process. 

16, Nan disposal of un-serviceable equipment (Rs. 1 02 lakhs) 

Un-scrviccable equipment, items numbering 28 valuing Rs. 1 02 lakhs (books value of which ranges 
between Rs. 371 and Rs. 10,991.40) was lying in the Botany Department awaiting disposal for which action was 
yet (August 1988) to be initiated by the University.
